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Robbery 
was bid 
to get a 
jail term 

A FORMER soldier threat¬ 
ened staff at a high street 
chocolate shop with a knife 
and demanded £20 from the 
till - before handing himself 
into police, saying he wanted 
to go to jail. 

David Fisher, 59, pointed 
the kitchen knife at a 
member of staff at Thorn¬ 
tons in Walsall but the 
cashier refused his request 
for money and pressed a 
buzzer to alert police. 

But Fisher walked 
straight to Walsall Police 
Station, placed the four-inch 
blade on the reception desk 
and confessed his crime. 

Lifestyle 

The court heard he had 
committed a ‘bizarre’ 
robbery three years earlier. 

Fisher pleaded guilty at 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court to a charge of 
attempted robbery and 
another of possessing a 
blade. The court heard that 
Fisher, in the British Army 
for 10 years, wanted to 
return to the regimental 
lifestyle of prison, having 
served a one-year sentence 
for a similar offence in 2010. 

Mr Mukhtar Ubhi, 
defending, said both crimes 
had been ‘cries for help’. 

Fisher, of Hollyhedge 
Lane, Walsall, was given two 
suspended sentences to run 
concurrently for 20 months. 
He must also complete a 
Thinking Skills Programme. 

Bail is given 
to golf pro 

A GOLF professional who 
was arrested on suspicion of 
downloading indecent 
images of children has been 
re-bailed until December. 

Guy Dean, who has 
worked at golf clubs in 
Pelsall, Penn, Rowley Regis, 
West Bromwich, and 
Cannock, was first arrested 
in April. Penn Golf Club 
accepted his resignation 
with immediate effect after 
his arrest. 

The 43-year-old from 
Bloxwich has previously said 
that he had helped police 
with their inquiries. He has 
been a golf pro since 1986. 


NEW BUS STATION 
LEFT OUT OF PUN 


PROPOSALS for a rail station at 
Aldridge and road improvements at 
Junction 10 have been welcomed in 
Walsall. But the failure to back multi¬ 
million pound plans for a new bus 
station has left the borough’s council 
leader disappointed. 


Transport plans for the 
Black Country, including 
putting £5.8m towards a rail 
station for Aldridge and 
electrification of the line, 
have been backed by trans¬ 
port bosses. 

The Black Country 
Strategic Transport Board, 
set up to decide how to use a 
Government fund worth 
between £18.4 million and 
£36.8m, has earmarked the 
cash for a mix of road and 
rail schemes. 

Enterprise 

The board wants to put 
money into a £39.8m scheme 
to rebuild bridges over the 
M6 at Junction 10 at Walsall 
so that businesses will want 
to move to an Enterprise 
Zone in Darlaston. 

Councillor John Rochelle, 
representative for Aldridge, 
said he was delighted cash 
would be pumped into a new 
station at Aldridge. 

“It will be a blessing and it 
will be a well used facility 
taking some of the pressure 
off the roads as well,” he 
said. “If we didn’t have a 
good car park for it, it would 
be a disaster.” 

The board has turned 
down plans to re-open 
freight rail lines for trams 
between Walsall and Stour¬ 
bridge and ‘rapid buses’ to 
shuttle people from Wolver¬ 
hampton city centre to the 
i54 business park on the 
northern edge of the city. 

They have also ruled out 
using the Government fund 
for work to improve traffic 
flow on the Willenhall Road 
and Neachells Lane junction 
in Portobello.

Most controversially, they 
have also ruled out putting 
cash towards a new £14m 
bus station in Walsall. 

Mike Bird, leader of 
Walsall Council, said it was 
disappointing that the board 
had not backed the revamp 
of the town’s bus inter¬ 
change in Bradford Place. 

He added: “We have to 
rethink how we will get the 
funding.” 

The bus station plans 
were said to address ‘a key 
local problem’ but the board 
said it ‘does not rank highly 
in terms of strategic fit and 
ranks relatively poorly in 
terms of deliverability’. 

The board is also prepared 
to pump £10m into the rede¬ 
velopment of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton rail station, although the 
£96m project is still a long 
way off due to lack of Gov¬ 
ernment funding. 

Rushall and Shelfield 
Councillor Richard Worrall, 
a transport campaigner, said 
he was disappointed by the 
Bradford Place decision, 
where a revamp was long 
overdue. 

He was also concerned at 
the Walsall-Stourbridge rail 
line decision, which had put 
back the borough’s access to 
the south-west rail network 
avoiding Birmingham for 
possible future passenger 
trains. But he could see 
Aldridge rail station being a 
‘runaway sucess’, particu¬ 
larly if it meant direct trains 
to Birmingham.

Father-of-four Mr Smith said: “It’s 
been tough but fun. Although I’m not 
from Walsall, I love the town and my 
customers. 

I also adore sweets so that certainly 
helps.” 


The 42-year-old, who originates 
from Warwickshire, was persuaded to 
open a sweet shop by nine-year-old 
Jessica. 

He added: “We were driving through 
Kenilworth in early spring in 2010 and 
we passed a shop in the town and she 
piped up and said ‘Oh daddy, wouldn’t 
it be nice to own a sweet shop?’. I 
thought about it for a whole second, 
turned to her and simply said ‘Yes - it 
would be brilliant’. 

“A few months later I secured a 
tenancy with the Old Square Shopping 
Centre.” 

Mr Smith, who lives in Polesworth, 


said the key to a successful sweet shop 
was looking after customers and 
knowing everything about sweets, as 
well as stocking offerings suitable for 
vegetarians. 

Mr Smith also makes bespoke 
hampers for his customers. “If it’s a 
gift for someone, wrap it up for them 
and make it pretty. Those things make 
a difference to people.” 

The shop has its own Facebook and 
Twitter pages. 

Mr Smith said the most popular 
sweet was pineapple rock closely fol¬ 
lowed by lollipops, which come in 37 
different flavours. 


Work to 
start on 
revamp 
of shops 

THE transformation of a 
Walsall shopping centre, 
with new Primark and Co-op 
stores, is to begin before the 
end of November. It is due to 
take just over a year to com¬ 
plete the first phase of a 
£21m revamp at Old Square 
Shopping Centre. 

Cash-strapped Walsall 
Council has agreed to inject 
almost £8m into the scheme 
for the flagship stores, creat¬ 
ing 150 jobs. The council 
would be responsible for 
regeneration and then rent 
would be payable to them. 

The initial investment is 
coming from council bal¬ 
ances, not from borrowing, 
with bosses saying it is a 
major part of the regenera¬ 
tion of the town centre. 

Investment 

Morgan Sindall has been 
appointed as the contractor 
and construction work is 
expected to take 55 weeks. 

The authority has been 
working alongside centre 
owners Threadneedle to get 
the long-awaited project 
under way. Walsall Council 
leader Mike Bird said: “We 
need to get them with their 
doors open and get shoppers 
into the town.” 

Meanwhile, a row has 
broken out over another 
shopping arcade in the town 
centre. A total of £25,000 
has been set aside to refur¬ 
bish Park Street Arcade but 
concerns have been raised 
that talks between owner 
Pete Khosla and the council 
are failing to make progress. 

An estimated 100,000 
people each week pass 
through the arcade to get to 
the bus and rail stations. 

Councillor Eileen Russell, 
said: “Part of the arcade 
looks unsightly with pigeon 
dirt and the paving is 
uneven. It’s an eyesore. Mr 
Khosla and Sports Direct 
have been stonewalling 
council officers. 

Mr Khosla, of VR Invest¬ 
ments, said: “Myself and our 
surveyor Nick Plant have 
been in negotiations with the 
council about the arcade. We 
haven’t been stonewalling 
them, we’re actually waiting 
on them to get back to us.” 

Sports Direct did not want 
to comment. 
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Four months of M6 roadworks ahead 


SIXTEEN weeks of roadworks that 
will see a stretch of the M6 closed 
from the Walsall-Sandwell border 
have been announced, as part of a 
£126.4 million congestion-busting 
project. 

Work is taking place to open the 
hard shoulder on the M6 between 
junctions five at Castle Bromwich 
and junction eight for the M5. 

Once the work is completed, as 
part of the Managed Motorways 


project, drivers will be able to use 
the hard shoulder during heavy con¬ 
gestion. 

Highways Agency has announced 
overnight closures between Septem¬ 
ber and December to enable work to 
resurface the carriageway as well as 
the installation of gantry mounted 
signs, CCTV cameras and vehicle 
detection loops. 

The work has been planned to run 
for 16 weeks - until the third week of 


December - finishing ahead of the 
Christmas and New Year period. 

The closures will be in place on 
both the northbound and south¬ 
bound carriageways. 

Bosses say work would be limited 
to one direction at a time where pos¬ 
sible. Complete closures in both 
directions will be required but have 
been programmed to take place at 
weekends when traffic levels are 
lighter. 


Closures on Friday and Saturday 
nights will be implemented from as 
early as 10pm, if traffic flows are low 
enough, through to 8am the next 
day. Closures from Monday to 
Thursday nights will be start from 
as early as 10pm, if traffic flows are 
low, through to 5.30am. 

Rob Edwards, project manager, 
said: “Using overnight closures min¬ 
imises disruption to the public.” 


Residents lose round 
one of bid to save pubs 


TWO pubs are facing closure in Walsall after 
new plans for both premises were backed by 
the council, despite a total almost 750 objec¬ 
tions to the proposals. 

Permission for the Red Cow in Pelsall to be converted into 
a house was passed by the planning committee while 
support was also given to a scheme to replace the Magic 


Lantern in Beechdale with 
shops. 

Campaigners hoping to 
save both pubs have lodged 
nominations for them to be 
listed as assets of commu¬ 
nity value, handing them 
hopes of a last ditch 
reprieve. 

A decision on whether to 
list them will be made within 
the next eight weeks, and if 
successful it will allow the 
communities time to put 
together offers for the prem¬ 
ises. 

Despite this ongoing 
process Walsall Council last 
week granted formal plan¬ 
ning approval for proposals 
which would lead to both 
pubs being forced to call the 
final last orders. 

Downturn 

Moves to change the 
Magic Lantern, off 
Cavendish Road, prompted 
a 377-name petition and 
eight letters of objection. 

Owners Red Star Estates 
Limited highlighted the 
financial downturn for 
wanting to close the pub as it 
is losing £1,500 a week. 

Bosses said money made 
from shops would help safe¬ 
guard the future of its other 
drinking establishments in 
the borough. 

But Birchills and Leamore 
councillor Tina Jukes, who 
has been leading the cam¬ 
paign to keep the Magic

Firm is 
ordered 
to obey 
council 

THE leader of Walsall 
Council has welcomed a 
decision to uphold enforce¬ 
ment notices the authority 
served against a waste firm. 

Officers served notices 
more than 10 months ago 
which required AB Waste to 
leave sites it was using in 
Darlaston without planning 
permission. The notices 
were subject to appeals, 
leading to visits being made 
by the Planning Inspec¬ 
torate to the former Railway 
Tavern site, in Kendricks 
Road, and the former Junc¬ 
tion Works site off Cemetery 
Road. 

The Junction Works 
notice, served on September 
21 last year, gave a month for 
the company to stop bring¬ 
ing materials in and six 
months to process it, remove 
stockpiles and leave. A 
second, on the former pub 
site, being used as a car park 
and for storage, was served 
on October 23 requiring the 
firm to leave in three 
months. 

Inspector Katie Peerless 
dismissed both appeals. 

Council leader Mike Bird 
said: “The company now has 
three months to comply with 
each notice. This includes 
removing the skips and con¬ 
tainers from the site of the 
former Railway Tavern pub 
and the former Junction 
Works site.” 

The firm was ordered to 
pay more than £13,000 by a 
court in September 2011 
after admitting six counts of 
failing to compy with permit 
requirements.

Mr Husted, from Blox¬ 
wich, was pronounced dead 
at the scene of the crash 
despite the efforts of passers 
by and ambulance crews to 
save him. 

He had worked at Cham¬ 
berlin & Hill Castings Ltd, 
in Chuckery, Walsall, where 
colleagues described him as

Council cut spy powers use by half 


THE use of surveillance powers by 
council chiefs in Walsall more than 
halved within 12 months, figures 
have revealed. 

Spying operations can be under¬ 
taken by authorities to catch out 
fraudsters, fly-tippers and dodgy 
dealers. 

The use of Regulation of Investi¬ 
gatory Powers (RIPA) by the council 
came under fire from campaigners 
last year who claimed the powers 


can be open to abuse. Between April 
2011 and March 2012 there were 67 
occasions they were adopted in 
Walsall. However, this dropped to 31 
in the last financial year, according 
to statistics. 

It emerged last year that the 
council has been the biggest user of 
spy powers in the Black Country and 
Staffordshire since 2008. 

Bosses have always insisted the 
powers are not used lightly. They say 


surveillance is a key tool in helping 
prevent or detect crime and disorder 
and is only used when absolutely 
necessary. 

Between April 2012 and March 
2013 there were used four in 
housing benefit and council tax 
investigations and nine for anti¬ 
social enforcement. 

There were 18 occasions in 
trading standards probes which can 
include test purchasing for knives, 


cigarettes, alcohol or fireworks, 
investigations over taxis plying for 
hire, counterfeit goods, fly tipping or 
litter enforcement. 

Big Brother Watch has previously 
said powers can be open to abuse. 

Jamie Morris, executive director 
for neighbourhood services at the 
council, said: “The inspection con¬ 
cluded that the council was operat¬ 
ing an efficient system for using 
covert surveillance.” 


Parking worries bring 
nursery plans to halt 


PLANS to transform a derelict Grade ll-listed 
site in Walsall that has stood empty for 18 
months into a day nursery, creating jobs, have 
been thrown out by the council.

The 19th century Uplands 
House had been earmarked 
as a base for up to 45 chil¬ 
dren. 

But planners voiced con¬ 
cerns over parking and con¬ 
gestion along the Lichfield 
Road and rejected the pro¬ 
posal, which would have 
created 10 jobs, again throw¬ 
ing the historic building’s 
future in to uncertainty. 

The premises were previ¬ 
ously used by the council for 
child and youth services. 

The lease ended in March 
2012 at which point the 
premises were vacated. 

The proposals were put 
forward by Banana Moon 
Nursery Ltd and were 
intended to serve families 
living in and around The 
Butts area. 

Vacant 

The application, which 
has been put forward by 
agent Joel Hancock, said: 
“The role and function of 
The Butts Centre is appro¬ 
priate to the proposed catch¬ 
ment of the proposed 
nursery. 

“The only vacant site 
within The Butts Centre is 
that of the former Mellish 
Road Methodist Church on 
the corner of Lichfield Street 
and Lichfield Road. 

“However, this is a cleared 
site and it would not be 
financially viable for the 
nursery business to con¬ 
struct a new building when a 
vacant listed building lies 
very close by.” 

But council planning offi¬ 


cers said the proposed day 
nursery failed to provide 
adequate on-site parking, 
drop off and manoeuvring 
space. 

Head of planning David 
Els worthy said: “The inten¬ 
sified use of the site would be 
likely to lead to a significant 
increase in the number of 
vehicle trips to the site over 
and above the present use. 

“The width of the access 
does not allow for egressing 
and ingressing vehicles to 
pass simultaneously. 

“As a consequence, the use 
would give rise to indiscrim¬ 
inate on-street parking and 
vehicle queuing on the A461 
strategic highway to the 
detriment of the free flow of 
traffic on an already con¬ 
gested junction. 

“The proposal would give 
rise to conditions prejudicial 
to highway safety.” 

He added the application 
site was located within an 
air quality management 
area and next to a busy 
highway. This would be 
affected by vehicles coming 
and going. 

He added the application 
failed to demonstrate that 
occupiers would not be 
subject to unacceptable 
levels of air pollution. 

It comes after plans to 
transform the former 
Chuckery Working Men’s 
Club, Lincoln Road, Walsall, 
into a nursery stalled.

A ROAD in Streetly will be closed for almost a fortnight next 
month for sewer works. Bridle Lane will be closed between 
its junctions with Aldridge Road and Doe Bank Lane from 
September 9 to 20. Morgan Sindall is carrying out the work 
on behalf of Severn Trent Water.

WHEN retired engineer Donald Woodhouse 
opted in to a company scheme to buy 
premium bonds, he had dreams of a healthy 
return on his investment. 

The 25 pence taken out of his salary each 
month seemed a small price to pay for the 
chance of winning a fortune. 

But 58 years on, Mr Woodhouse is part of 
a long list of investors who are still waiting. 

Now 84 years old and living with his wife 
Dorothy in Cherry Tree Avenue, Yew Tree, 
Walsall, the grandfather-of-four accepts 


that he is unlikely to see any money back. “It 
was always a gamble,” he said. “That’s the 
risk you take. 

“I don’t feel bitter about it. I’m still 
hoping the phone will ring one day and 
someone will tell me I’ve won something - 
but I might not be here by then.” 

Around 21 million people in the UK own 
premium bonds, accounting for around £44 
billion of the nation’s savings. The odds of 
winning are around 26,000 to one and the 
number of large prizes has been cut. 


Hospital 
sickness 
rate falls 

SICKNESS absence has con¬ 
tinued to fall at Walsall 
Manor Hospital, providing a 
boost to health chiefs bat¬ 
tling to reduce agency cover. 

The absence figure for 
Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust, which has more than 
3,000 staff, was 3.4 per cent 
in July. 

It is a further reduction on 
the 3.4 per cent in June and 
significantly lower than the 
5.12 per cent at the end of 
last year. 

It comes as the trust is 
looking to reduce costs on 
agency workers. 

Chief executive Richard 
Kirby said: “Sickness 
absence continued to reduce 
in July to 3.4 per cent. There 
was a slight drop in 
appraisal completion rates, 
to 89 per cent, but manda¬ 
tory training remained 
stable, 82 per cent.” 

Staff who phone in sick 
are called back and offered 
treatment in a bid to get 
them back into work as soon 
as possible. 

It emerged sickness 
absence at Walsall Council 
has also fallen over the last

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Heroin had 
been stuck 
into drain 

POLICE found more than 
£12,000 worth of heroin and 
cannabis hidden at the 
Walsall home of a man on 
bail for possession of drugs. 

Dean Wilkes was at home 
in Priestley Road, Beech- 
dale, when officers swooped 
on the address in July, Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court 
was told. 

Heroin valued at £9,000 in 
plastic bags was stuck down 
a drain in the back garden 
and half a kilo of cannabis 
worth a further £3,000 was 
in bags and containers con¬ 
cealed at various locations 
inside the property,Mr 
David Lees, prosecuting, 
said. 

Wilkes had been on bail 
for almost a year after being 
found with drugs in a stolen 
Citroen after police stpped it 
in Corporation Street West, 
Walsall, Mr Lees said. 

The 28-year-old claimed 
to have exchanged his van 
for the Citroen the day he 
was stopped. 

He alleged he had believed 
it was stolen but had not 
known that for certain. 

Wilkes pleaded guilty to 
possession of heroin and 
cannabis with intent to 
supply and further admitted 
handling the stolen Citroen 
while possessing heroin 

He was remanded in 
custody until October 25 
when there will be a trial of 
issue over the basis of his 
plea to some of the charges. 

Road plans

Gang stole TV and sent it to buyer in taxi

A TAXI driver who, unknowingly, was used to deliver a TV 
stolen from a home in Bloxwich helped to track down the 
three thieves who took it. 

Matthew Keay, Darren Abley and Philip Ranford got 
drunk and stole the £750 television then flogged it and sent 
it in a taxi to the buyer, a court heard. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court was told the taxi driver 
assisted in locating the burglars who were given prison sen¬ 
tences of between eight and 10 months. 

Two of the men - Abley and Ranford - had more than 70 
previous convictions between them, many for burglary. 

During the evening of February 12 the men were drinking 
in a pub in Bloxwich. 

Meanwhile the occupier at a nearby house was at work, 


on a night shift, and returned home just before midnight to 
find his home had been burgled. The homeowner had 
received a notification on his mobile phone showing the 
alarm system at his home had been triggered. 

Witnesses looking out of their windows had noticed three 
people going to the address, then later saw the same three 
people carrying the 50-inch television. 

Prosecutor Mr Paul Spratt told the court: “There may 
have been some element of planning involved as the defen¬ 
dant works nights and had been burgled before.” 

The taxi driver had been called to another address where 
a female asked him to take the TV to someone’s house. 

Police traced the TV via the taxi driver, where the man 
who had it in his possession told officers he had received a 


television and paid £250 for it. Abley, aged 35, of Wilkins 
House, Sand Bank, Walsall, and 33-year-old Ranford, of 
Parker Street, Bloxwich, pleaded guilty to burglary. Keay, 
23, of Drake Road, Bloxwich, initially pleaded not guilty but 
later changed it to guilty. 

Miss Sally Cairns, defending Keay, said: “He didn’t go out 
that evening with the intention of committing any offence. ” 
Mr Oliver Woolhouse defended both Abley and Ranford. He 
said: “All three have said they were out drinking heavily.” 

Of Ranford he added: “It’s a combination of a relapse of 
heroin with ill-judged behaviour.” 

Abley and Ranford were given eight month custodial sen¬ 
tence, with Keay handed 10 months as his guilty plea came 
later. 


Protest sparks rethink over 
felling of beauty spot trees 


SCALED-DOWN plans to fell trees at a Walsall beauty spot will be 
reconsidered by council bosses after a resolution was passed at a 
scrutiny panel meeting. More than 2,000 residents signed two sepa¬ 
rate petitions against the original plans for Brownhills Common, 
prompting Walsall Council to halve the number of trees earmarked for 
-the axe. 


Crackdown on 
metal crimes 
to be launched 

AN INTELLIGENCE network will be 
created across the West Midlands in a bid to 
crack down on the scrap metal trade which 
has blighted the region, it has emerged. 

Bosses at Walsall Council are working 
with neighbouring boroughs to step up 
checks on operators. 

Under the initiative a licensing adminis¬ 
tration officer will be taken on by the council 
to carry out checks on scrap metal dealers as 
part of a nationwide crackdown coming into 
force in October. 

The council’s regulatory services 
manager John Beavon told last week’s com¬ 
munity services and environment scrutiny 
and performance panel that the changes will 
result in a lot of work for the licensing team. 

“We’re looking to use an intelligence 
system, for the West Midlands area. We 
want to make use of an intelligence-led net¬ 
works so we can keep track of operators,” 
Mr Beavon said. 

The new licensing laws will see merchants 
being granted a licence which they can hold 
for three years if they can satisfy the author¬ 
ity that they are legitimate traders. They 
will need to apply for separate licences for 
each borough, if they want to work in more 
than one authority area. 

The new legislation aims to put a stop to 
the theft and illegal sale of scrap metal. 

Currently, 72 dealers are registered with 
Walsall Council. They will be able to apply 
for a site or collector’s licence between 
October 1 and 15. 

Council executive director Jamie Morris 
told the panel efforts to tackle problems 
with fly-tippers dumping building trade 
waste would be report on in the autumn. 


Under the revised proposals only 30 per 
cent of trees in two areas of the nature 
reserve will be removed to allow heathland 
to be restored. Previously, the plan was to 
chop down 60 per cent of the trees. 

But at last week’s community services 
scrutiny panel, members were told despite 
the review, many residents were still angry 

Streetly councillor Brian Douglas-Maul 
tsaid: “More than 2,000 people do not want 
these trees chopped down. I bet many of our 
officers only go there once a year. I’ve never 
been to Brownhills Common, but those who 
live in the area go there every day. 

“They take their dogs for walks and it’s 
somewhere which adds to their environ¬ 
ment. They like it the way it is. I’m all for 
managing trees and if we keep these two 
plantations and take out the diseased trees, 
fair enough. 

“But to my mind that area should be 
retained because the people of Brownhills 
want it retained, that’s what we should be 
considering.” 

Resolution 

He put forward a resolution calling on the 
council’s decision-making cabinet to recon¬ 
sider its position on the issue, which was 
carried following a vote. 

It stated: “We call on the cabinet to con¬ 
sider modifying the Brownhills Common 
plan by keeping the plantations 11 and 15 all 
in accordance of the majority of the Brown¬ 
hills community.” The matter will be dis¬ 
cussed by the cabinet on September 15. 

The revised plans were put forward after 
public consultation events. About 1,500 
glossy brochures were also distributed in 
the town to update residents about the 
scheme. 

But Brownhills local committee vice 
chairman Barrie Poxon said there had been 
communication issues. 

“People in Brownhills do not know about 
the change,” he said. “They still think it’s 60 
per cent of the trees to be removed.” 

The council’s executive director Jamie 
Morris told the panel: “We have made subtle 
changes and it may be that people are more 
happy with that.”

More than 200 people receive weekly 
memory sticks filled with five-and-a-half 
hours of news, magazine features and advice 
thanks to the Walsall Society for the Blind. 

Its talking news service - created by just 
seven volunteers - celebrated 30 years in the 
business with an open day for listeners at its 
Hatherton Road base. 

Around 100 turned up with their rela¬ 
tives, friends and carers for a chance to meet 
the newsreaders and record a happy birth¬ 
day message, which will be put on an upcom¬ 
ing recording. 

Service manager Keith Corbett said: “The 
event was simply to celebrate our 30th 
anniversary and say thank you to our listen¬ 
ers. It’s a superb service which helps the 
visually impaired and the blind in the com¬ 
munity who can’t read newspapers. “We 
give them various articles - made up mainly 
of local news from the Express & Star. 

“We also do reports telling people where 
there’s scaffolding for when they walk 


around town and we give them reports of the 
time to close the curtains at night. 

“If you’re blind you don’t know when it’s 
dark. It seems silly, but it does help. 

“Magazine articles go on there too, from 
publications such as Country Life, Reader’s 
Digest and People’s Friend. We put out 
birthday messages too for readers and play 
a song for them. We also do a chatterbox 
section where readers can write into us or 
call us. We do a what’s on in Walsall section 
too. 

Dispatched 

“We used to record everything onto tape, 
with just 45 minute recordings on each side, 
but now we’ve moved on to memory sticks 
and can record five-and-a-half hours worth 
of material every week. 

“The recordings take a few hours to do. 
They’re done every Tuesday, dispatched on 
a Thursday and delivered on a Friday. 

“All the readers have to do is turn the 
sticker round on the stick and send it back.”

Stan Reynolds started his garage

KEEPING cars on the road is a 
family affair at a garage in the 
Walsall, which is still thriving 
after five decades in business. 

Stan Reynolds Garage has been at the 
heart of Walsall since its launch in 1963 
and has customers who travel from as far 
afield as Somerset. 

It was founded by Mr Reynolds, now 
aged 80, and has remained in the family, 
with two of his daughters and son now 
running the firm from Mill Street. 

The garage has gone from fixing the 
likes of Minor 1000s and Austin 1100s in 
its early days to repairing modern makes 
such as Porsche 911s and Ford Fiestas. 

Brought up in Leamore, Mr Reynolds 
started the business from his sister’s 
house off Mellish Road, aged 30. 

Aircraft 

He had previously worked for Thomp¬ 
sons Garage, where he was a workshop 
manager, but he wanted his own enter¬ 
prise. 

During his national service, Mr 
Reynolds had also been with the RAF as 
an aircraft mechanic in Norfolk. 

The garage moved to Butts Road but 
was soon forced to make way for the 
building of Butts Primary School. 

From there it relocated to nearby Mill 
Street, on the outskirts of the town 
centre by the main Walsall College 
campus. 

Daughter Lynne Bracey, aged 56, and 
son Martin, 54, have been working at the 
garage for around 40 years each, starting 
as teenagers after leaving the former TP 
Riley School in Bloxwich. 

Martin began as a mechanic and has 
gone on to become managing director. 

Grandmother-of-four Lynne is a secre¬ 
tary while her sister Tracey Daybell also 


works for the company occasionally. The 
business has six staff. 

This includes senior technician Shaun 
Faulkner who started as a YTS appren¬ 
tice aged 16 and is now 43. 

The garage has been able to build up a 
loyal customer base over the decades and 
founder Stan still pops in from time to 
time. 

Lynne said the business remains busy 
in its 50th anniversary year after being 
started by her father. 

“His sister had a big house on Mellish 
Road and there were some garages 
which came with the house,” she said. 

“Then he went into the Butts which 
was a purpose-built garage but was 


demolished following a Compulsory Pur¬ 
chase Order. 

“The council found us this land and we 
built the place. We get quite a few cars 
from the lecturers at Walsall College as 
it is easy for them to leave them and then 
walk to work.” 

Customers 

She added: “A big thing in our work is 
trust and as a family business we know 
the customers. We are one of the oldest 
independent garages still around. 

“We have got a customer who went to 
live in Worcester and still comes back 
with his car, and there is another in Som¬ 
erset who brings his car here. We have 
generations of customers who come to 


us. It has been very successful and hope¬ 
fully we will go on for another 50 years.” 

Martin, from Park Hall, has been 
involved in the business since childhood 
after being introduced to it by his father. 
“I grew up with cars and the business, it 
has been my life,” he said. “In the school 
holidays I would go along to the garage 
and from the age of around 131 was prop¬ 
erly repairing cars.” 

He added that his father was still very 
active for his age. “He still comes down 
and puts a pair of overalls on and empties 
an oil drum,” he said. “It is something 
that never leaves your system really and 
it gives him something to look forward to, 
nipping down to the garage.”

let's hear about the 
Labour alternative 

LAST year I was the only councillor (out of 60) who actually 
voted against the multi-million pound Walsall Council 
budget cuts for 2012/13 and was very disappointed that the 
Labour Group, the largest political group on the council, 
abstained, thus allowing the cuts to be passed. I wish to 
make it clear that as matters stand at the moment, when the 
budget is considered by the council in February 2014, I 
intend to vote against the cuts. 

Councillor Mike Bird (Conservative Council leader) was 
right when he said in an interview that if this Government 
is out to destroy local councils, they are going the right way 
about it. It is sad that the Conservative and Liberal council¬ 
lors can breathe a sigh of relief, knowing that their £20m 
(approx) cuts package next year will most probably be 
allowed through again by Labour abstentions or contrived 
absences at the crucial council meeting next February. 

It does not bode well for local services and jobs when it 
looks as if union leaders seem to have given up and accepted 
the inevitable and are prepared to sit down to see where the 
cuts can be least painful. It seems that gone are the days 
when union leaders and union members had the courage to 
fight and campaign publicly for local jobs and local services. 
No wonder, given that there seems to be no fire in the belly 
any more of the Labour Party to which the unions have 
given misguided loyalty for far too long. If we see a further

A FORMER school site in Darlas- 
ton will be used as a parking area 
for lorries to help a haulage firm 
to expand, under plans ear¬ 
marked to create up to 10 jobs. 

Tipton-based ASD Transport Limited 
wants to use the former Moxley Infants 
School, Moxley Road, to park 11 lorries, 
including eight articulated vehicles, accord¬ 
ing to plans lodged with Walsall Council. 

Drivers would arrive in the morning to 
collect the vehicles and then depart on deliv¬ 
eries. The site would also be used for 
washing the lorries and daily safety checks. 

The plans state the site has an ‘unkempt 
appearance’ and could be considered an 
‘eyesore’. 

In a report lodged with the application, 
planning agent David Barnes said the busi¬ 
ness present site at Bagnall Street, Tipton, 
does not provide the scope to safely and 
securely park the number of lorries the 
business needs in order to expand and 
create potentially eight to 10 jobs.

“Accordingly, there are clear economic 
benefits associated with this proposal which 
are an important matter in favour of the 
proposed development,” he said. 

A temporary security office would also be 
placed on the site, which would be replaced 
by a permanent structure in around two 
years.

Lorries would be picked up from the site 
by drivers at 7am and they would be 
brought back no later than 6.30pm. 

According to the plans, the site would not 
be used by lorry drivers sleeping in their 
vehicles overnight or for storing fuel. 

A total of 14 off-street car parking spaces 
are also planned and two cycle stands. 

There was an outcry last year when it was 
revealed West Midlands Probation Trust 
was looking to create a hostel on the former 
school site for up to 40 offenders.

Hospital agency staff shock 


BOSSES are being forced to 
rely on agency staff to run two 
new permanent wards at 
Walsall Manor Hospital amid 
problems recruiting experi¬ 
enced staff, it has emerged. 

It had been agreed to keep open two 
temporary wards in a bid to cope with 
rising numbers of patients. 

The 54 beds in Wards 12 and 14 have 
been operated through using agency, 
locum and bank staff while permanent 
recruitment is carried out. Around 55 
staff are needed to run the permanent 
bays but Walsall Healthcare NHS 


Trust has found it difficult to find suit¬ 
able recruits. 

It emerged in March the board was 
planning to keep the wards open and it 
was expected the recruitment process 
would be completed last month. 

However, it is now expected to run 
into October. The beds were initially 
opened up for the busy winter period 
but demand has meant they needed to 
remain. 

A report from Paul Gibara, divi¬ 
sional director for medicine and long¬ 
term conditions, to board members, 
said: “Although the recruitment plan 
clearly identified an expected comple- 


tion by the end of August recruitment 
of suitable qualified and experienced 
nurses has been a challenge given that 
many trusts are currently advertising 
and establishing a number of addi¬ 
tional wards themselves. 

“It is expected that with ongoing 
focus a full establishment could be 
achieved by the end of October.” 

It comes after it was announced up 
to 80 extra staff are being recruited to 
tackle the multi-million pound use of 
temporary workers. If the current rate 
of expenditure continues the total 
spend on staff would be £9.7 million by 
the end of the year.

There's news for the 
boys on the front line 


T hink of the First World War and 
what immediately springs to 
mind? 

Probably the dirt, squalor and 
misery of life in the trenches, coupled 
with a massive loss of life. 

There are certainly few laughs to be 
had whenever the conflict is 
mentioned - unless, of course, you’re 
a massive fan of Blackadder Goes 
Forth. But that was a fictional sitcom, 
and the events depicted in this drama 
are true. 

It focuses on Captain Fred Roberts 
and Lieutenant Jack Pearson who, in 
1916, launched The Wipers Times, a 
newspaper that turned the horrors of 
warfare into black comedy and satire, 
raising the morale of the British 
Tommys who read it in the process. 

This feature-length drama has been 
something of a labour of love for its 
writers, Private Eye alumni Ian Hislop 
and Nick Newman. 

“Ian had done a radio documentary 
about the Wipers Times many years 
ago and he showed me the paper,” 
says Nick. “But when we got talking 
about it, it was partly the collaboration 
and the way these two men worked 


together that intrigued us. So that was 
part of the springboard for our 
fascination with these stories; we 
imagined it was a bit how we work 
together.” 

‘And it’s the story about a satirical 
newspaper produced in 1916,” adds 
Ian. “We both work on a satirical 
newspaper now. The truth is that 
theirs was funnier and much harder to 
do. 

“We’re doing it in Soho most of the 
time and they were doing it in the 
worst possible circumstances. They 
were incredible. To think that in the 
middle of it all they were sitting there 
writing jokes and then printing them 
up is just amazing.” 

Ben Chaplin plays Roberts who, at 
the start of the story, is leading his 
troops through a bombed-out building 
when he stumbles upon a printing 
press. 

Coincidentally, his sergeant reveals 
he was a printer before the war, which 
inspires Roberts to use the press to 
produce a newspaper. 

Called The Wipers Times (after the 
way in which British soldiers 
pronounced Ypres), it’s full of jokes, 


pastiches and spoofs - an approach 
that upsets some of Roberts’ 
superiors, but gets the full backing of 
a general who recognises its worth. 

Michael Palin, Emilia Fox and Julian 
Rhind-Tutt also star in this tale which, 
at times, seems almost too bizarre to 
be true. 

Nick explains: “We’ve been 
very lucky because we’ve got the 
original facsimile of the original Wipers 
Times in their entirety. Also we’ve got 
a memoir that Fred Roberts wrote 
long after the war. Everything in the 
story is true: there’s a meeting with 
Churchill, there are spies, there’s all 
kinds of detail, which was all 
absolutely true.” 

“If you watch the film and you think 
we’ve made it up, we won’t have, it’ll 
be true,” claims Ian. “Roberts’ life is 
extraordinary and he wins the Military 
Cross in the middle of the War for 
gallantry, just after producing a 
magazine at the Battle of the Somme.” 

There are great performances here, 
and plenty of stiff upper lips on show 
- expect to be moved, amused and 
left on the edge of your seat in equal

Having faced relative minnows Moldova at Wembley 
Stadium on Friday in what should have been a 
straightforward affair, England face a much sterner 
test of their credentials this evening as they take on 
Ukraine at the Olympic Stadium in Kiev. This is the 
final away trip of the campaign for Roy Hodgson’s 
men, who have hardly impressed on their travels, 
only managing to defeat Moldova and San Marino, 
and gaining draws in Poland and Montenegro. The 
sides met in their opening qualifier, when only a late 
Frank Lampard penalty salvaged a 1-1 draw for the 
hosts, after Yevhen Konoplyanka had opened the 
scoring in the first half.

PERENNIAL flowers 
will be putting on a 
final show before the 
onset of autumn 
frosts. 

Cone flowers (Rudbeckia), 
Heleniums, dahlias, red hot 
pokers and stonecrop will be 
flowering now and so too will 
chrysanthemums, Japanese 
anemones and phlox. 

If you pick off the faded 
flower heads of these peren¬ 
nials and from remaining 
bedding plants then you can 
encourage a long-lasting 
display. 

Watering of bedding 
plants during September, 
may be necessary if the 
weather is warm and dry. 
Watering will help to encour¬ 
age plants to continue flow¬ 
ering although for 
maximum production they 
will need a weekly dose of a 
soluble plant food to keep 
them going. 

Boost 

Use up the remains from 
boxes of Miracle-Gro Plant 
Food to feed any plant that 
needs a final boost before 
winter. 

Some autumn flowering 
plants, especially golden rod 
(Solidago) and Michaelmas 
daisies (Aster) are subject to 
attack from powdery mildew 
disease. 

If you see the first signs of 
the tell-tale symptoms then 
the only solution is to spray 
with either FungusClear 
Ultra (a concentrate for 
mixing in your own pressure 
sprayer) or FungusClear 
Ultra Gun! (a diluted spray 


an eye on other ornamentals 
that may be susceptible to 
powdery mildew including 
late flowering clematis and 
verbena. 

Roses may well be 
showing signs of powdery 
mildew or rose blackspot on 
mature leaves. 

At this time of the year it 
is a good idea to pick off all 
the leaves that are showing 
disease and disposing of 
these in the dustbin rather 
than on the compost heap. 
Before the end of September 
spray with Roseclear Ultra 
or Roseclear Ultra Gun! to 


control pests at the same 
time and remember to start 
spraying your roses next 
year with a fungicide as soon 
as the fresh leaves unfurl 
and repeat regularly. 

Temperatures 

It’s not unusual at this 
time of the year to see the 
damage from extra slugs and 
snails that have emerged as 
temperatures fall and dew is 
formed more readily. 

If you see holes being 
eaten in leaves of hostas 
then it’s time to water over 
their leaves with a liquid 
slug killer such as SlugClear. 

This concentrate should 


be used to wet the leaves and 
surrounding soil to control 
those molluscs above and 
below ground. 

Unlike pellets, a liquid 
slug killer does not leave any 
visible deposits that could be 
eaten by domestic pets and 
can be used on and around 
any ornamental plant. 

TOPICAL TIP 

For a really early display 
of miniature daffodils such 
as February Gold, Angels 
Tears and Hoop Petticoat 
plant these bulbs in pots of 
Miracle-Gro Bulb Fibre as 
they will start rooting imme¬ 
diately they are planted.

cost) and you hope he might approve, given a 
sight of the car wherever his spirit resides 
right now. Priced from £17,500 to £24,445, the 
car is the first Citroen built on a new platform 
(the most expensive piece of a car to design 
and build) that we’ll see under lots of Citroens 
and Peugeots in the years ahead. 

Sibling 

A longer Grand Picasso, with seven seats 
over three rows, arrives in January next year 
and, if past sales are a guide, will sell more 
than twice as many in the UK as its smaller 
sibling. 

Citroen was careful to get over the message 
that the C4 Picasso was more about family 
practicality than sporting fun before it let the 
press in its new baby, and it’s certainly no con¬ 
tender for pole at Silverstone. 

Thank goodness, I say, for a car designed for 
family life and not weighed down by absurd 
expectations from a marketing department 
living in cloud cuckoo land. So it was good to 


discover that the air conditioning coped on 
the hottest day of the year, so hot that step¬ 
ping out of the car felt like entering a burning 
house while being gently sprayed with warm 
water. 

A pity, though, that the ride turned 
unpleasantly pattery over some of the nonde¬ 
script roads around the launch venue in north 
London. You can choose a petrol engine in 
your C4 Picasso, but almost no-one will, going 
for the diesel option instead. The 92 horse¬ 
power version in the test car (a 115hp unit is 
also available) was peppy enough (108mph, 0- 
62mph in 12.9 seconds), although the 46mpg 
recorded on the trip computer was way off the 
67mpg returned in the official, but unrealis¬ 
tic, tests the car had to be put through. 

The VTR+ plus trim will be the most 
popular choice in the C4 Picasso line and 
includes rear parking sensors and a DAB 
radio on top of cruise control, alloy wheels and 
dual-zone air conditioning. Practical aspects 
range from three same-sized rear seats that 
slide to increase boot room and a front passen¬ 
ger seat that folds flat.
